DEAD BODY OF MAX PAUSE 


Found in the Coal Mine at Lincoln 


Monday Morning by the Mine In- 


spector on Daily Round. 


WAS KILLED SATURDAY EVENING 


Lincoln, Feb. 1—Special to The Her- 


ald—The body of 
Max Pause 
was 


found In his room, where he had been 
working In the north' shaft, at 6:30 
o'clock Monday morning by the mine 
Inspector who was making his dally 
morning rounds of the workings.qf the 
shaft. The body was cold as life had 
taken Its flight many: hours, before 
being found. 
The cause of death is apparent, as 


the remains were bruised and discolor- 
ed from the effects of the. contact of 
pieces of coal which had been driven 
against the body by the force of an 
explosion. The right arm was broken 
at the elbow while a Jagged fracture 
oC the left side of the skull indicates 
that death resulted almost Instantane- 
ously. There Is uncertainty regarding 
facts surrounding the affair, 
which 
may be cleared up by a coroner's jury 
to be impaneled as soon as the cor- 
oner can find time to goriduct the .In- 
quest, but the general theory now ad- 
vanced, points to the fact.that deceas- 
ed came to his death from the conse- 
quences of a premature explosion. 
The last seen of the dead man was 


by a fellow miner, sitting on his tool 
box putting on his coat, apparently 
getlng ready to leave the shaft. He 
had but one blast to fire following this 
and it is probably the last one caused 
death.

Death must have 
occurred about 


5:30 
or 6 o'clock Saturday evening as 


that was about the time that the last 
blast was fired.

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The Doctors in the 
Early Days of Decatur 


Tf Reminiscences of V. J. 
Chenoweth and I. N. Barnes, 
Oldest Members of the Med* 
ical Profession in This City 


At the annual banquet of the Deca- 
tur Medical society Drs W. J. Cheno- 
weth and Ira N. Barnes, 
the oldest 
practicing 
physicians 
in the 
city 
were the guests of honor and each 
jfivve a response 
to 
a toast which 


touched on the early days of the city 
and difficulties encountered by the pi- 
oneers of the profession. The papers 
aro given 'In full. 
W. J. CHENOWETH. 
It gives me great pleasure to par- 
ticipate with you as an honored guest 
•with my friend, Dr. Ira N Barnes. And 
the pleasure is greater that It Is an 
antl-mortcm feast, rather than a post 
mortem wake. 
A bird In the hand Is 


worth two In the bush. 
In response to the toast "Char- 
acteristics of the 
Doctors of 1854, 
I 
would 
say 
that 
it 
was 
In May, 1864, that I commenced the 
practice of medicine fn this city, then 
a village of about 500 Inhabitants, with 
probably as many more visitors 
I 
had commenced the practice at Hllls- 
boro, Fleming county, Ky., on the 1st 
day of April, 1850, so that I had been 
practicing about four years when I 
hung out my shlngln here. 
There were seven practicing physi- 
cians In the place, three of whom were 
engaged In the 
drug business, Drs 
Xing and Reed being paitners In one 
of the concerns and Dr. Roberts con- 
ducting the other 
Dr. Dillon was the 
only so-called 
irregular, 
Drs Kel- 
lar, Baldwin and Trowbridge consti- 
tuted the others. 
Dr Dillon, a young 
man of 26, was a smooth faced, light 
haired, well dressed agreeable gentle- 
man. 
But the other doctors had no, 
more dealings with him than did the 
Jews with the Samaritans, and as I 
made my bed with the othersi did not 
get very well acquainted with hlm.Flf- 
•ty years ago even the Christian churches 
had but little hesitation In assigning 
the members of all other denominations 
than theirs to a lake of fire and brim- 
stone. I believe that the Christians 
have been In advance of the doctors In 
recognizing the fact that they may 
have been mistaken, and that members 
of other branches may be as enlighten- 
ed as themselves. 
The world 
has 
moved. 
Dr. Kellar was a brother-in- 


law to Dr Dillon, they having married 
sisters (daughters of William Cantrell, 
a well known character, who lived here 
for many years after that time) 
Dr. 
Kellar was a prominent member of the 
Christian church, well posted In his 
profession, and rather Immoderately 
given to discuss Its characteristics. His 
practice was large, especially In that 
class of cases known as "bilious fever 
He was about 30 years old. 
After a 
few years' residence here he removed 
to Sullivan. 
I h.ive met with him 
quite a number of times since he left 
here and found him the same clever 
gentleman and willing to discuss any 
question, medical, physical, spiritual, 
or scientific. "He was In logic u great 
critic. Profoundly skilled In analitlc " 


Man Who Remamberi. 
Before making mention of the other 
doctors I must give Mr. Lowell KronP 
credit for items of Inkiest connected 
with their piactice for which I am In- 
debted to him 
Mi Krone Is a walk- 
Ing photograph gallery where in his 
brain arc living plctines of all that 
transpired In his hearing and in his 
Bight since 1839 when he becnme a cit- 
izen of DecatVir I do not bold him re 


sponslble for narratives nor estimates 
of doctors whose pictures I may at- 
tempt, but am greatly indebted for re- 
calling things which had escaped my 
memory. 
Dr. Baldwin, a middle aged man, who 
had gieat reputation for cut ing ague 
without quinine although his breth- 
ren charged him with procuring that 
article from Bloomington. His 
office 


adjoined, on the south, what Is now 
West's drug store 
And it was seldom 
that he did not mount his horse early 
in the morning in- front of his office 
and spend the day attending country 
calls 
That he was reserved In his as- 
sociation and communications with his 
competitors was all that I can desig- 
nate as his characteristic except his 
opposition to the use of quinine. 
Dr. Reed was tbe oldest doctor In the 
place Small In stature and lame of 
one leg. 
His practice, while not lim- 
ited to the diseases of children, was 
principally with them. And his reputa- 
tion amongst the doctors as a safe 
and reliable physician was similar to 
that amongst his patrons. 
As a man 


he was noted for that kind of piety 
which gives credit to a church. 
He 
was eminently practical. If a little off 
the beaten track. 
He was guardian 
or executor for a greater number of 
estates than any other man in the 
county. And his accounts were notor- 
iously correct 
While his reputation 


for truth and fairness was unquestion- 
ed, he was so certain of his ground that 
he was never known to change his 
opinions or swerve from an assertion. 
One of his most characteristic acts 
was the unvarying practice of contrib- 
uting the proceeds of his Sunday prac- 
tice to the church without one cent's 
reservation, for possible claims of oth- 
er days.Swallowed Stove Lifter. 
I was rather intimate with Dr Rob- 
erts. Although In charge of a drug 
store, and almost dally notifying the 
doctors that It was his wish to llmjt 
his work to his store, so popular was 
he, both with-his patrons and with the 
doctors, that it was not practicable for 
him. to accomplish his wishes. 
He 
was about 40 years old, In full posses- 
sion of an active body and mind, and 
in comfortable circumstances pecun- 
iarily. His store being that now occu- 
pied by West, was so centrally located 
that accidents of all kinds happening 
in the town were very apt to be taken 
to him, or for him to be sent to at- 
tend them. 
Among cases with Dr. 
Roberts seen by me was that of a man 
with delirium tremens at the jail Uo- 
cated then where Keek's box factory 
now Is). 
The doctoi had been asked 
to see him because of his constant ef- 
foits to swallow eveiything he could 
put in his mouth 
I was called In 
consultation. 
Mrs. Adams, who had 
charge of the prison, Insisted that he 
had swallowed a stove lifter 
We ac- 
cepted the chaige cum grane sails, bui 
had her place a nurse over him, and 
report If he became uncontrollable. It 
was not long before we were again 
called, this time because the man per- 
sisted In driving the blade of a large 
pair of scissors into his skull. 
Before 
we reached him he hf»<3 succeeded In 
his attempt ana died very shortly aft- 
er. We asked, for a post mortem and 
found a broken ,scissord blade fast in 
the skull at the, base of the brain and 
a mass of clotted blood, requiring re-. 


conditions, and for saving the 'life of 
Oglesby" from the' effects of a shot 
which penetrated his lung and left mm 
disabled for some months. Wtotle the 
doctor was a partisan when political 
prejudices were the rule he was as 
liberal towards others as any one I 
knew at the time, in fact many of his 
best friends did not agree in his politi- 
cal views 
He was an advocate of liberty 
of 


moval before we could find the point 
of the blade This was enough to prove 
the cause of death, and we Intended to 
stop further examination, 
but Mrs. 
Adams insisted that he had swallowed

Dr. Roberts was an eminently Just man 
and proved it by his works. 
One of

rendered more than usual 
attention 


Finally the boy recovered the use of 
its limb and Dr. Roberts asked for our 
bill.

charge either doctors or their families 
He replied that as he was not a prac- 
ticing physician, in the usual sense 
of the term, he could not be expected 
to return the compliment even if either 
of us should have a case requiring it. 
And that as he charged us for medicine 
he expected us to charge him for treat- 
ment 
As neither of us rendered a bill for 
the attention, Dr 
Roberts gave a 
check for $160, and the matter was 
settled. Saved Oglecby'a Life. 
Dr. King was pointed out to rne as 
the leading doctor and Dr. Trowbridge 
as the leading sujgeon, when I first 
came to Decatur and 
they well de- 


aerve1d the compliment Dr. Trowbridge 
did not gain his prominence as surgeon 
by accident, although an accident af- 
forded the opportunity to proclaim it 
He had studied medicine at the sugges- 
tion of Dr. Noble of McLean county 
After an attendance of but a single 
term at Rush Medical College he grad- 
uated. 
Mkcon county offering a good 


field for the support of himself and 
family he settled at Decatur. There was 
but little opposition in the practice of 
medicine and none to surgical practice 
so that when Michael Tioutman had 
his ankle crushed by a railroad car 
soon after the doctor made this his 
home he willingly undertook the tljen 
responsible job of amputating his leg 
Now any recent graduate would not 
hesitate to sever the Injured ankle, 
supplied with anesthetics and antisep- 
tics, the only question would be, was 
there a demand for the operation If 
the answer should be satisfactory the 
surgery would be comparatively easy 
Then anesthetics were on trial, and 
aseptic treatment was unheard of It 
was at least ten years prior to Lister's 
experiments, and Dudley of Lexington 
was the only surgeon In the world (so 
far as I know) who persistently used 
bandages and applied cloths saturated 
with alcohol in dressing open wounds. 
While this operation was not asked for 
by Trowbridge, It was accepted with 
pleasure, and Its result being good, he 
reaped a rich harvest In consequence 
Dr. Trowbridge was the first doctor 
In the state of Illinois who enlistee 
In the -civil war. And that he re- 
mained surgeon of the Eighth Illinois 
Infantry until mustered out of the ser- 
vice, at the conclusion of the war Is 
evidence that his position was agree- 
able. 
Besides his surgical practice he 
had the singular fortune of treating 
Grant and Logan for serious diseasec 


speech, and witling to defend any man 
whom he believed to be honest in the 
expression of his opinions. When the 
Rev. Robert Hlner was driven from 
Kentucky because of his Union sen- 
timents he came to Decatur to enjoy 
the liberty of free speech, but met with 
men here who would have shamed a 
Kentucklan by their Intolerance. Two 
such men listened to a Fourtn of July 
oration in which he was represented as 
having made

worse treatment. 
I 'was not only 
personally, but Intimately, acquainted 
with Mr, Hiner und In Trowblidge's 
presence denounced the reports us Un- 
true 
Trowbridge went out on 
the 
street where the matter was discussed 
and dared an investigation 
of 
the, 
charges. 
So effective were his de- 


nunciations that one of the men made 
a statement in the church of which he 
was a member, asMng forgiveness for 
his misrepresentations. 
And the oth- 
er acknowledged publicly that he was 
mistaken and was sorry for repeating 
his error before investigation 
Versatile. 
Dr Trowbridge was a remarkably 


versatile man and as bold as versa- 
tile. 
His love was a passion without 
restraint 
His enmity was of a like 
kind 
Socially he went to excesses 
Fond of 
cards, chess checkers, and 
horse racing, he was not a gambler. 
Not refusing wine or beer he was nev- 
er under the influence of either, nor 
of stronger drinks. 
He was fond of 
driving, but was not willing to put a 
horse in shafts whose vices did not 
need a master. 
He was fond of a 
gun, but was not given to hunting 
game 
Had he cultivated his skill he 
could have rivalled Powers as a trap 
shooter. 
He was free to spend money 
as he was capable of making it When 
consul at Vera Cruz his receipts were 
for tome years 
$6 000 per annum in 
gold, which was equivalent at that 
time to about 
$10000 
In currency 
This he found easy to dispose of At- 
tachment to his family was such that 
every dollar he obtained was at their 
disposal before his 
own wants were 


considered 
. Dr. King's Success. 
Dr Kings success as a physician 
was pre-eminently 
due to his, great 
ability as a diagnostician This (might 
be Illustrated by citing numerous in- 
stances but time will not permit The 
diseases he was called to treat were 
what was then and are now called ma- 
larial, although now known to depend 
on other causes than bad air. 
There 
were other recognized diseases, such 
as 
pneumonia, 
bronchitis, pleurisy, 
nephritis, dysentery and others depend- 
ing on local Inflammations ot the parts. 
diseased. 
All of them were supposed 
to depend in a greater or less degree 
on the malarial poison The conse- 
quence was that quinine and calomel, 
were the recognized curatlvesifor it was 
"the stock In trade" for all others We 
are having at this time somewhat of 
a fad of the same kind because of cer- 
tain recognized germs as causing spe- 
cific diseases 
Ana yet without dis- 
puting the fact, we may say without 
prejudice, that much of It will be like 
the thousand and one fads which have 
found countenance amongst 
doctors 
since I commenced practice "weighed 
in the balance and 
found wanting" 
Tha positon taken by Dr. King in ref- 
erence to so-called bilious diseases, 
was that after a patient had malarial 


disease for from one to two weeks, that 
K was no longer the simple thing it 
was at first, but that some organ, usu- 
ally the liver or stomach, had a sub- 
acute inflammation, depending on the 
poison, but that the toxin itself had 
disappeared and the local Inflammation 
was BO different from its cause that the 
same kind of treatment was not called 
for. 
At this time this same reasoning 
is as appropriate as It was then. Ana 
really Is proof ot the stand taken by 
him at that time 
All of the doctors 


living here before I860 will Probably 
recall the Sonstant discussions which 
ensued when one of them claimed that 
quinine was as successful In the treat- 
ment of secondary diseases as of a pri- 
mary ague. 
To Dr King and 
Dr. 
Trowbridge and I and other physicians 
who advocated these views bow con- 
stantly we were charged with giving 
as much-quinine as they did. 
We did 
give the quinine In small Boaes In such 
cases, but had very little faith in its 
necessity in large doses and not as a 
specific, but with the vague Idea that 
>t was,a- tonic 
It is my deliberate opinion that Dr. 
King was the most successful practi- 
tioner I have known Intimately, since 
I located here And that his success 
depended on the careful observation of 
his cases and not upon the dictates of 
Otheis. He was no book worm. But 
who amongst his competitors knew 
better when there was anything new 
to be observed in practice' His fault 
(if dbch it was) was want of self- 
confidence. Had he been a man who 
believed in his own ability as some 
people do he would not have died un- 
honttred and unsung 
He reminds me 


of U S. Grant 
in his capacity and 


After 'relating an Incident of a re- 
markable case 
of 
confinement the 


speaker said 
We were surprised with one of the 


ugliest storms it was ever my experi- 
ence to witness. 
First snow fell to] 
the depth of nearly a foot, then a fierce 
storm of wind, the temperature getting 
colder, until, to save the lives of our 
horses they had to be turned loose on 
the prairie 
The chickens had their 


bills pried open aid frozen, their feet 
were also frozen, and although there 
was an unusually large fire-place fill- 
ed with large logs, so that at least one- 
half of one side of the cabin was occu- 
pied by the lire, it became necessary 
to put a large buffalo robe on the floor 
to keep the wind and cold out In pref- 
erence to wrapping up In It. This was 
Mrs King's thoughtfulness 
When the 


doctor heard the distressing \cty of the 
chickens he braved the storm and 
brought all he could find from the ad- 
joining hen house to the fire Aftei 
thawing the ice from their mouths and 
legs he put them behind' chests and 
other places offering protection. 
At 
a late hour the 
doctor and I were 
shown a coarse tick filled with prairie 
grass upon which it was expected that 
we could sleep But the fire In front 
was so cheerful and the cold where 
we were so intense that we gave in to 
Barnum's theory that the fire diove 
back the cold and condensed It, making 
it colder than If there was none That 
night was the most dlstiesslng that I 
ever recollect to have passed In Illinois 
or elsewhere. 


IRA N. BARNES. 
As I have been Invited to tell you 
about old times, I have looked over my 
old papers In order to find the oldest 
one that concerns the Macon county 
physicians and I have found one which 
caused some comment at the time and 
It was printed over forty years ago 
during the civil war. Quinine had ad- 
vanced to four or five dollars an ounce, 
old fashioned capsules were a dollar 
a hundred, and the price of other med- 
icine was in proportion 
People were 
moving and changing their place of 


residence. National banks had not beenj 
established and paper money was not 
good except In the Immediate vicinity 
of Its issue. 
Merchants and 
grain 
dealers were putting out paste-board 
currency and everything was In a state 
of uncertainty. One man drew a hun- 
dred dollars from the bank and when 
he got to the depot, he could not get 
enough good money out of it all to pay 
his fare to Boston and had'to lay over 
and take the money back to the banK 
About this time the doctors held a 
meeting to discuss the situation, but l 
do not remember that any permanent 
organization was made until the oia 
Macon County Medical society wasi or- 
ganized about the close ot the war. 
This paper which I will now read to 
you is not a reprint, but is one of the 
original ones printed at that time, and 
reads as follows: 


THE PHYSICIANS IN COUNCILl 
At a meeting of the physicians of 


Decatur. held at the office of Dr. Grain, 
on Monday evening, March 16th, IMS. 
Dr. G. W McMlllin was called to the 
chair and Dr J. Brown was appointed 
secretary. 
And after a pr°tractedad|''- 
cushion of the fnterests and necessities 
of the medical profession in this city, 
the following resolutions were unani- 
mously adopted. 
Whereas within the last two years 
there has been a complete revolution in 
the commeicial and financial relations 
of the whole country, causing a con- 
stant and rapid advancement In every 
article consumed, whether It be a yard 
of domestic, a pound of coffee, or an 
ounce of quinine, and 
Whereas, the "credit system,' which 


formerly 
gave 
the physician ana 
tradesman 
an opportunity to meet 
their yearly expenses by yearly collec- 
tions has been totally abolished; and 
Whereas, the physician Is not only 


called upon to meet the dally expenses 
of himself and family: but must keep 
constantly on hand a full a supply 01 
medicines, for all of which he Is com- 
pelled to pay'cash In hand, therefore. 
Resolved, 1st. That we can not and 
will not longer tolerate that old, estab- 
lished rule that "doctors' bills 
are 
never considered due until one year 
after service is rendered, and are not 
to be paid then, unless the debtor has 
no other use for his money—nor will 
we continue to sacrifice our time, our 
money, our health and our lives, year 
after year, simply for the privilege of 
serving those who could If they would, 
but will not when they can, pav us our 
well earned fees 
Resolved 2d. That our good name as 
a profession our duties to our famil- 
ies and ouiselves, as well as the best 
Intei ests of our patrons, emphatically 
demand that we adopt the same finan- 
cial rules which are invariably observed 
by all other avocations and professions 
—to-wlt- that ouf well earned fees 
shall be punctually and promptly paid. 
And that while we, as a profession, will 
not permit ourselves to be second to 
any other class, in acts of humanity 
and In deeds of charity towards 
the 
truly poor and deserving, yet we will 
not henceforth render service to those 
who live at their ease surrounded by 
every comfort, but who make it a rule 
to obtain their medical service free, 
by employing a new doctor eveiy time, 
just before pay day rolls around. 
Resolved 3d That henceforth, 
all 
fees for medical attention are due when 
the service is rendered, and that we 
will, invariably, demand them as soon 
after said service as possible. 
Resolved 4th. That the. following

Resolved 6th. That the undersigned, 
do most flrraly and unreservedly pledge 
ourselves, faithfully, to carry out th» 
above resolutions, both in letter and in 
spirit; and thai any Infringement ot 
the same wiU be considered a sacrifice 
of professional honor, a breach of med- 
ical etiquette and a serious violation 
of moral honesty.

Serious Problems Met. 


This state of things continued until 


after the nralrles had been tiled, th» 
mosquitoes killed, and then the great 
demand for quinine 
nearly 
ceased. 


Serious problems often confronted the 
pioneer physicians. 
There were 
no 


paved streets, electric lights, street can " 
or graveled roads. 
The tortuous San- 
gamon rlv^r flowed on our east and 
south, Bte\ens' creek, with Its various 
branches, formed barriers on the west, 
north and northeast. 
It you went 
west on tbe Springfield rood, 
north- 


west on tho Mount Pulaskl road, north 
on the Bloomington road, east on the 
county farm road, or northeast on th« 
road past Mr. Green's there was the 
same old Stevens' creek to be reckon- 
ed with ami the two streams so nearly 
surrounded Decatur that In a trip to 
the country you would have to cross 
one stream or the other. After a heavy 
rain, the bridges, it there had ever 
been any, might have been either wash- 
ed away of below grade and one had 
better investigate before he crossed 
the stream and the benighted doctor 
might have- to leave deep down In the 
mud one or more horseshoes for good 
luck or as a memento ot his trip. To 
Illustrate old-time practice, I will give 
you two or three samples. 
In the au- 
tumn of 1SB2 a Mr. Rozelle, who lived 
on the hill Just beyond Cow Ford, ac- 
cidentally received a gunshot wound 
and If the ford had not been Impassabla 
from high water, one could1 have reach- 
ed his house In about thirty mlnutei, 
but as there was no other way to cross 
the river, I went to the Wabash rail- 
toad bridge, walked across It and 
to 


Sangamon, procured 
another horse, 


rode through the woods to his house, 
and returned the same way. 
Again 
one wintry night I received an urgent 
call to Mr Elcninger's In Long Creek.

water there was no

Nestor of the Macon County Bar 


Judge Wm, E, Nelson, Oldest in Years and Practice, atill an Active and Honored Member 


Eighty years of age, sixty years a I 
lawyer and still in active practice at 
the Macon county bai is the record or 
Judge William E Nelson, the oldest 
attorney in this county, both in years 
of age and years oE practice 
"The Grand Old Man of the Macon 


County Bar" he has been callled by his 
brother attorneys, and the title has 
been widely* earned lor there is not a 
professional man in Decatur who is 
more widely known or'who Is held in 
higher esteem than William E Nelson. 
Forty-seven of his sixty years of pro- 
fessional life have been (n this county, 
either as a lawyer at the bar or as 
Judge on the bench or in some other 
official capacity 
A Wonderful Man. 
The judge Is a wonflerful man In 
•many respects. 
Since almost boy- 


hood to the present time his long life 
has been one of continued activity In 
tbe legal profession. 
Although ad' 
•vanced in years and old In experience 
the Judge Is still young. 
That Is his 
remarkable feature. 
He has not al- 
lowed himself to grow old. 
He says 
that lite Is simply one long succession 
of little events which make up the 
chain. 
He does not look at age like 
some other old people. To put it in his 
own words the Judge says 
"The nice part of life after all 
Is 
that we all know that there is a death 
warrant for us and that we must dl* 
at some time Just as surely a» the 
man who Is under 
sentence to 
be 
hanged the next Friday knows that 
he is to die, yet we do not worry about 
the dying question. There is no use of 
it. 
We must all live our lives and 
when the time comes we must resign 
to It and that is all there is to it. 
Not in th* Past. 
Few old men take such a happy view 


of life, and the Judge follows it out. 
He does not live In the past but is 
jilways in the present. 
When most 
persons his age 
would be sitting 
around the stove telling of their tfou- 
bles and ailments the Judge is out and 
about. 
He does not think of the law 
as it used to be, but as It is today; he 
does not feast his mind on what has 
been, but rather seeks to get more 
knowledge and new Ideas. 
In fact 
he has kept pace with the Umes not 
only in his profession but in the 
general events of the world and com- 
munity as well. 
While the silvery 
shade of his hair indicates a long time 
in this world the Judge is still young 
in mind and ideas and remains a man 
ot today.Came of Law Stock. 
The Judge has a right to be a lawyer 
for he came of law stock. His1 father 
was a lawyer and a prominent man. 
His name was Richard Nelson and he 
was a judge in Texas and afterward 


upon me I resolved to carry it through. 
' I began to seek two judges who did 
not know me and consequently would 
not know I was only 20. I found one 
and he took me out on a stump and 
gave me an examination 


Candidate for Governor. 
"After 1 bad answered all the ques- 


tions satisfactorily the judge said 
I 


would do and for me to come to the 
house and he would sign my license 
I felt very important and marched to 
the house with the judge 
"Just then an old fellow who was 
going around the country soliciting 
•votes for governor met us He knew 
everybody in the state Including my- 
self. 
'Hello there Nelson,' he said, 'I 
am out looking for votes to make me 
governor, but then you are not 21 yet 
so you can not vote for me' 
'This nearly threw me off my feet 


for I thought I was lost, but I braved 
it out and told the candidate that I 
was old enough to get a**lii-ense ^o 
practice and I got through all right." 


Work Began Then. 
That was in 1844 in Tennessee and 
it was the start of the Juoges career 
as a lawyer covering a period of sixty 
years. 
In 1847 he came to Decatur

Year Too Soon. 
"That was a funny incident," said 
tbe judge, as he took a vigorous pull 
at his pip* and blew the smoke across 
tbe room. 
"I have laughed many times about 
how I got to be a lawyer before I was 
of age. 
In those days In Tennessee 
there was a chief justice and two as- 
sociate justices in the county court. 
These men would give a certificate ot 


good moral character to a young man 
and also certify that he was of age. 
Then armed with these certificates he 
would have two judges sign his license 
to practice which was done after an 
examination 
A 
"I was sort of forced into it as the 
older lawyers traveled around on the 
circuit and the younger 
men were 
needed to look after tbe minor 
law 
matters at home. 
, 


In Spite of Himself. 
"When I was about 20 years old.' 
said tbe judge, "I was handed a certif- 
icate of having reached my majority 
and of having a good moral character. 
I looked at it and it was duly signed 
by the justices of tbe county court. 
But I was not 21. I went at once to 
the chief justice and said it would not 
do as I was not of age and it would be 
false action to accept the certificate. 
The chief justice looked wise and said 
that he guessed I had better keep the 
certificate aa I was plenty able to 
practice and he would bear to nothing 
else. 
The matter thus being forced

Dignified Places. 
Judge Nelson has held seieral places 


of dignity although he does not claim 
to be a politician. "He was elected In 
1871 as a member of the twenty-sev- 
enth general assembly ana was ap- 
pointed \>y Oov. Palmer as a member 
of the commission having In charge 
the revision of the statutes. 
He was elected circuit judge in 1877 
on the democratic ticket and served 
two years and in 1886 he was elected 
county judge and served four years 
and then was re-elected and served 
another four years. ' In 1894 he ran 
for the office a third time, but was 
defeated by Wllflam Hammer. 
Judge 


Nelson was elected to office when the 
county was strongly 'republican, but 
be was the kind of politician who got 
votes from the republicans as well as 
from the democratic side of which, he 
was a staunch supporter. 
. Knows the Voters. 
Judge Nelson says that he never was 
any good as a party politician. He says 
he never was a politician, but just a 
plain lawyer. 
On this point the judge 
is a little modest, for he was a politi- 
cian of the real kind. He made friends 
and held them and when he was out 
for an office the people voted for him 
because it was Judge Nelson and be- 
cause they liked and respected him, 
The judge has a way of remembering 
people and takes an interest in his 
friends. 
He is sincere about it, too 
and he never fails to stop and shake 
hands and talk with his acquaintances 


He always has a pleasant word and Is 
always ready to speak. 
A good example of the judge's cordi- 
ality occurred a short time ago in the 
court room. 
It was during the trial 
of ,the Dingman 
case and Richard 


Dingman was on the witness stand at 
the time 
The witness stand, it might 
be explained, is one place in the court 
room which is looked upon with a good 
deal of awe 
The lawyers may yell at 


the witness and question him but he 
s there on the stand the central figure 
of the room and only to be reached by 
the questions of attorneys or court. 
Judge Nelson happened In the room 


about this time. 
He has for many 
years been attorney for the Dingman 
fcmily and knows them all 
He no- 
ticed that Richard Dingman was on 
the stand and he- walked by and stop- 
ped and reaching out his hand and 
rrasplng Dlngman's and giving it a 
rood shake said' 
"Hello there, Dick, how are you any- 


way, I have not seen yon for a good 
while." 
Probably no one else In Decatur 
could have done the same thing in 
lust the same way. 
If the same thing 
was Imitated it would look like It 
was contempt of court, but the judge 
was Just as sincere about 
shaking 
hinds as it he had met Mr. Dingman 
on the street. 
The Judge's cordial 
handshakes will ever be remembered 
3y those who have enjoyed the honor 
ot his acquaintance. 


As a Lawyer. 


Another feature about Judge Nel- 
son's professional, life is the esteem 
which he, has held for all these years 
of practice. 
Not only has be been 
recognized as one of the most able 
lawyers at the bar, but for more than 
half a century he has borne a reputa- 
tion as a lawyer of which any man 
could well be proud. 
Few human be- 
ings can stay that long In any one line 
without at least a few black spots to 
mar the brilliancy of their careers, but 
the judge's life both as a lawyer and 
a citizen bas been as an open book. 
Without stains or disagreeable inci- 
dents to which others may point the 
judge has> lived his active life from 
year to year In a way which makes 
him an honor to the law profession 
and a good example ot what pleasures 
come to an honest and upright life. 
Those Speaoheii. 
The judge has always been strong 
as a. speech-maker, and fur that mat- 
ter he Is now. 
If any one thinks that 
the judge has been practicing too long 
to still make a good speech they should 
hear htm on some occasion. 
For ex- 
ample a few years ago when he was 
assisting in tbe defense of a man on 
trial for murder In this county a num- 
ber of younger lawyers had their say 
and then tbe Judge came in with the 
best speech of all. 
Only a day or two 
ago he stirred things up in the county 
court room when making a speech 
more than that court has experienced 
for some time. 
The judge still has 
a good voice and he has a way of put- 
ting a lot of feeling in what be says 
and when he gets before a jury and 


tells his side of a case In his forcible I Man of the Macon County Bar cerl 
way it is convincing. 
Few men can 
j,o found at any court who at Judge 
Nelson's age can talk to a Jury as he 
can. 
With Bryan's F*th*r. 
The Judge has been connected with 


many prominent ca^es. 
At one time 
he defended in a criminal case in 
which Silas Bryan, father of William 
J. Bryan, was Interested. He has been 
connected with 
many criminal and 


civil cases 
•Homicides," said the judge In re- 
ferring to his cases of years ago, "were 
more frequent than they are now and 
the defendants were men of various 
stages of life. I have defended In many 
such cases where the men were per- 
sons of standing. 
I had rather defend 
than prosecute, although I have been 
associated with some prosecutions. It 
is pleasanter to be on the side of the 
defense and besides I always waa for 
the under dpg. 
I do not remember 
which was the mcjt Important 
case 
I ever tried. I have forgotten so many 
of them that now belong, to ancient 
history. 
Which was my best speech? 


Oh, they were all uniformly good." 
Forsmoit Profession. 
The Judge was asked on a recent oc- 


casion as to how he looked upon the 
profession of law after following It for 
sixty years. 
His answer Was' 
"It is the foremost profession of the 
world 
I have always liked the law 
and I am glad that I followed It as a 
life profession. 
"As to the present chances In law for 


young men I can simply say that there 
IB always room at the top." 
While the judge has held offices he 
has never allowed politics to Interfere 
with his life as a lawyer. 
The Judi- 


cial positions which he held the judge 
says\ he does not regard as political 
places and does not think they should 
be political jobs. 
He says: 
"Just because a man is a republican 


It is no reason that be Is not a good 
judge and tbe same 1 may add Is true 
of democrats. 
I was a whig origin- 
ally, but after ,1 came to .Illinois ] 
became a democrat 
I found that a 


whig was about the same thing as an 
Illinois democrat But party politics 
llnever cared much about" 
Judge Nelson's only surviving son, 


Theodore Nelson, of Chicago, has been 
a highly successful party politician. He 
was for a long time secretary of the 
democratic state central committee and 
Is a man of much political Influence. 


How H* Did It. 
It is plain to see bow Judge Nelson 
has preserved himself and kept young 
in spite of passing- years. 
He Is ac- 
tive physically, he 
walks from his 
home to his office and back every day 
In all kinds of weather, puts in a full 
day's work, be keeps up In everything 
of interest and in bis business and 
consequently has not fallen behind as 
most otber men of his age. 
These incidents of this Ions; life sim- 
ply show tbe make-ilp of a remarkable 
man who Is referred to by his friends 
as being an honest and able lawyer 
a brilliant student ana a gentleman 
In the fruest sense.

High Price of Potatoes—Railroads 


Will Not Accept Them. 


THE STOCKS HELD ARE SMALL 


Southern Vegetables Limited m Quan 
tity and of Poor Quality. 


The commission men say that there 


Is no chance o£ a bieak In the price 
of potatoes for at least thiee weelts 
The stocks consumed here come from 
Michigan and Minnesota and the tem- 
peiatuie there Is so low that the rail- 
roads will not accept perishable stuff 
and the men holding" the stocks there 
could not ship If they wanted to 


There is Apparently good reason for 


saying that theie will be no break in 
the prices for two weeks or more The 
b'est that the local commission men 
have ever been able to do under fa- 
vorable conditions is to get a car here 
from Michigan in eight days 
If there 


should be a break in the weather it 
would be at least two weeks un^er 
the most favorable circumstances be- 
fore the potatoes could reach Deca- 
tur 
The commission men say ^hat 


it is possible that when the weather 
breaks there will be a little slump in 
the pi ice ot potatoes but that it can- 
not last long because the held stocks 
ate not large and that the possibility 
Is that the wholesale price will be lit- 
tle less than $1 at any tune during the 


extenuating circumstance in his case 
and the verdict of death 
is generally 


regarded as about right.

:ee every egg sold, and to be able to 
do this it is well to candle every egg 
before selling. 
Have the eggs in each 


carton as near uniform in size as pos- 
sible. 
Keep the eggs in a dry. moder- 


ately cool, pure atmosphere and gath- 
er often. 
Infertile eggs are the best 


for the market trade; therefore keep 
no male birds with your laying stock. 


The supply of good eggs never equals 


:he demand.

Saturday and Friday the poultry re 
ceipts were heavy but the earlier part 
of the week there 
was 
practically 


nothing received. This week 
Tor a 
starter 20 cents will be bid on fresh 
eggs, The shippers say that they do 
not expect to get any at that price and 
do not want any. There Is a consid- 
erable movement in eggs and there 
may be a break of as much as ten 
cents any time with a week of pleas- 
ant weather., The country dealers as 
a rule are selling direct to the city 
retailer because .he latter is the only 
one who can get quick action in dis- 
posing of them. 
Saturday a number of cases were 
purchased at .25 cents but that wai 
done only when it waa 
known that 


they could be sold 
immediately to 
some store keeper. 
New York, the shipping outlet for 
the Decatur dealers was quoting eggs 
at 38 cents wholesale during the past

that Is regarded as only temporary am 
due entirely to the fact that the cole 
wave and snow throughout the west 
prevented deliveries and consequent 
light receipts In New York. A few days 
of pleasant weather will cause reac- 
tion and the shippers in this territory 
have no hope of getting to'the Goth- 
am market before the trade Is again 
well supplied with poultry.

LARGE OR SMALL CORN— WHICH? 
During the writer's experience as a 
practical seed grower and corn breeder 
for the past fifteen years, in Central 
Illinois, In which time he has been con- 
tinually experimenting with all kinds 
of field, popping and sweet corn — yel- 
low, white, red, blue, variegated in col- 
or, early and late, large and small, tall 
and short stalked, and large and small 
cobbed, he has seen that farmers as a 
rule are gieatly at sea upon the ques- 
tion of the best corn to grow for profit; 
on any particular farm. Some' farmers 
advocate a very large cob (or the 
reason that "it takes lots of corn to 
go 'round It." Others advocate a very 
small cob because it "shells out big." 


Some farmers think that yellow is 
their "lucky" folor for a corn to grow 
on their particular farm, while still 
others 
consider other colors their 
"lucky" ones 
During the writer's ob- 
servation upon farmers' methods 
ot 


saving s«ed for the succeeding year he 
has noted that In most Instances the 
largest ears to be found In the crop (re- 
gardless of 'the character of the grain, 
or the shape or health of the stalk on 
which It was grown), aie saved for 
seed. (He saw a striking Instance of 
farmers' 
modes 
of 
selection, while 
judging Farmers' Corn Exhibit In Clin- 
ton, DeWltt Co., Ilia.) 
He has seen. 


this practice continued until an early 
corn was lengthened In its maturing 
season, to the extent that a corn year 
like 1903 produced Immature grain eas- 
ily frozen and seed rufned by early au- 
tumn cold spells, and also an Inferior 
grain for the markets. The writer wit- 
nessed a growth of 1(3 varieties of 
corn on the grounds of the Agricultur- 
al Experiment Station near Urbanu, 
Ills., in which the medium and email 
eared varieties of Dent corn were the 
largest yleldera of shelled corn per 
acre. 
They also produced a much bet- 
ter grade of grain. 
Throughout a per- 
iod of six successive years the record 
of the agriculturist in charge showed 
that the medium sized and small eared 
sorts wero the highest 
yleldera of 


marketable corn per acre. This accords 
with the writer's experience as a seed 
grower. 
At the present time there Is a full 
fledged seed corn famine throughout 
the principal corn states. These large 
eared late maturing varieties of corn, 
among which may be mentioned Boone 
County White In particular, 
are too 
large for 
the most profitable 
corn 


production in Central Illinois. 
With 
the medium sized and early maturing 
varieties, a good marketable grade ot 
corn is secured in at least eight years 
out of ten. 
The highest authorities on corn pro- 


duction claim that our average yield 
of corn. Is by the oftrecurrlng seed 
corn famines, reduced not less than 
fifteen bushels per acre and Its high 
quality also greatly lessened. 
The writer has noted that farmers 


who always grow the smaller eared 
sorts which fully mature a good crop 
of grain, get a good supply of high 
germinating seed corn, 
often durin 
our shortest growing season, 
froi 


the fact that the smaller the corn 
thicker It can be planted, with the 
suit of many more ears per acre, an! 
In the end just as many bushels pe 
acre with the small eared 90-day Tel- 
low Dent rorn, ae with the largest ear- 
ed sorts of corn which can with diffi- 
culty be matured In this latitude 
H> 
accomplished by planting the smalt 
eared corn twice as thickly as th» 
larger eared sorts.

WILL R.BARNES 


DROPPED DEAD 


Body Found In Hie Residence By Hit 


Employer, John Washburn and 


Justice O'Mara*. 


HAD JUST LIGHTED HI'S LAMP, 


Complained During the D»y of Suffer 


ing With Neuralgia. 


William R. Barnes was found dead 
Friday night at his home c.t the cor- 
ner of West ' Wood and 
Edward 
streets. 
He was alone in the house 


at the time he died, which must have 
been shortly after 6 o'clock. 
He had 


fallen forward in a chair and evident- 
ly had died a few moments after en- 
tering his house and lighting the lamp. 
Mr. Barnes was a brother of the late 
Capt. John A. Barnes, late consul to 
Chemnitz and also Cologne, Germany, 
where he died, and also 
uncle 
of 


Charles Barnes, present United States 
consul to Cologne. 


Lived Alone. 
Mr. Barnes was 
unmarried 
and 


lived alone In a email house at the 
southeast corner of_Wood and Kdward 
streets. 
He was employed at . the 
grocery store 
conducted by 
John 
Washburn oni South Park street, where 
he had worked for more than fifteen 
years past. 


During the day Mr. Barnesi had com- 


plained of feeling badly and said that 
he was troubled wjth neuralgia, 
Mr. 


Washburn suggested that it was not 
safe for him to be In his house all 
aione If he. was sick and told 
Mr. 
Barnes that he would come to his 
house soon after supper time. 
Mr. Washburn went to Mr. Barnes' 


house and saw a light burning Jh the 
front room but .could not get in as the 
door was locked. 
He rapped at the 
door several times and then became 
alarmed and called 
Justice 
James 
O'Mara and the two men tried sev- 
eral keys and managed to- unlock the 
door. 


Found Him Dead. 
The dead body of Mr. Barnes was the 
first thing that met the eyes of Mr. 
Washburn and Justice O'Mara after 
they succeeded in getting in the house. 
Mr. Barnes appeared to have entered 
the house and lighted the lamp and 
then was suddenly stricken. , 
The lamp was on a small table near 


:he door and Mr. Barnes had fallen for- 
ward in front of a chair. 
His head 
and shoulders were resting In the seat 
of the chair. 
A burnt match had fall- 


en from his hand and It looked like he 
tiad taken but a few steps/after enter- 
ing the house. 


Mr. Barnes was 59 years 'aid and had 
lived in Decatur for many years,

LUCK IN THE TRAIL OF NAME. 


Dtclare Good or III Fortune Follows— 


Yarns of Ghostly Warning*. 


In a Bangor, Me , sail loft a group of 
retired shipmasters' 
were discussing 


the question of "lucky"1 and "unlucky" 
vessels, the talk having been started 
by a paragraph in a Tfewspaper telling 
about some mishap 'to the new battle 
ship Maine The story stated that old 
men-of-war's men had declared that 
the Maine must always be an unlucky 
ship, because of the tragic fate of her 
predecessor of the same name. 
"Well," saJd one of the old skippers, 
'there may be something; in that. I've 
noticed that luck, good or bad, general- 
ly follows a name. There was the bark 
City of Bangor that was lost with 
all hands; they named a little steamer 
City of Bangor, and ahe had more than 
ner share of bad luck until they sold 
her and she was given a- new name — 
City of Portsmouth. Bangor is a lucky 
city, sure, but the name didn't seem 
to bring luck to vessels. Katahdln was 
a lucky name, as we have seen by the 
long life and good record of the famous 
old Boston and Bangor steamer. 
"The brig Katahdlri was lucky, too, 
going safe and making big money for 
many years, although they lost her 
finally off Cape Cod. She was too old 
to be out In winter weather deep-load- 
ed with Coal. There's a steamer Katah- 
dln now, a coal carrier, and she seems 
to go well and safe, and there are 
other vessels of that name. James A. 
Garfield was an unlucky name, two 
or three vessels bearing it having been 
lost before their time; Daniel Webster 
was another unlucky name. 1 1 take no- 
ti\e, hpwever, that Bible names gener- 
ally bring good luolc and I never knew 
of an unlucky vessel 
named Faith, 
Hope, or Charity." 


Gray Rat Bars Sailor. 
Not In. the matter of names alone, 
but in regard to many other things, 
sailors are superstitions as of old Last

A» Mayor of City H. Instituted Many 


Change, for It* Benefit 


Joseph Chamberlain, 
the British 


"man of the hour," presents sharp 
contrasts to the average type of Brit- 
ish politicians In this lie is like Dis- 
raeli, it may be an 
element of hi* 
strength; at least it give* him a no- 
table personality. 


In a land of "flanneled foqls at the 
wickets" Mr, Chamberlain never take* 
exercise. In, a land 
of hereditary 
wealth and power he desires neither 
from his family. He was born in Lon- 
don, 
the son of a shoe manufacturer 
who dealt in a shop which had been 
in the family nearly 150 years. 
Gladstone and other statesmen were 
famous scholars. Chamberlain was a 
poor student In the dead languages; 
his uselessness on the playground made 
him a mediocrity in the University 
College school. He ha» quoted Profes- 
sor Cook as saying of his class: "To 
attempt to get into our head* the mys- 
teries of algebra was like firing a 
cannon ball Into a mountain of mud." 


An Amateur Actor. 
" 
Chamberlain was precocious. 
He 


went to work at 16. He was then quite 
an actor, wrote a one-act farce com- 
edy and acted In it as an amateur, 
according to S H. Jeyes in his thick 
volume upon "Mr. Chamberlain: Hi* 
Life and Public Career," which ha* 
just appeared. But Chamberlain also 
studied, read, Improved his mind1. 


When he was 18 Chamberlain was 
sent to Birmingham, where John, Net- 
tlefold, related by marriage to his 
family, wanted help In using some new 
American machinery for the making of 
wood screws. While still extremely 
young for such responsibilities, Mr. 
Chamberlain Improved the position of 
the firm by forming a trust, buying; 
out and combining several small firm*. 


So the man who now plans a retri- 


butive tariff -war upon America and 
uses the trusts as an argument made 
much of his own great 
fortune by 
American machinery and as a trust- 
maker He was once sharply criticised 
by parliament for the latter activity, 
but came off in the controversy with 
flying colors. 


Uses Caucus System. 
Chamberlain is really a yankee. He 
gained political power as a radical by 
Introducing the American caucus sys- 
tem In Birmingham, Sent by the radi- 
cals to parliament he was for years 
hated and ridiculed by members who 
had never done a stroke of work. 


A typical 
gentleman 
Of leisure 
Chamberlain was not then, 1s not now; 
yet a gentleman he Is; he i* always 
scrupulously dressed; the orchid in 
his buttonhole, the monocle, are not 
more characteristic 
than his perfect 
correctness of attire and manner. 
Chamberlain earned his firat great 
reputation as Mayor of Birmingham, 
with powers such as no American may- 
or ever enjoyed. "Fifty years ago," 
he is quoted in Mr. Jeyes book a* say- 
Ing, "the gas and the water belonged 
to private corporations. 
The water 
was supplied on 
three day* In the 


week; on other days you must either 
go without or you must take advan- 
tage of the perambulating cart* which 
supplied water from polluted well* at 
10s. 
($2.60) the thousand gallons. The 


annual mortality in Birmingham in 
1848 was thirty in the thousand; It is 
now twenty in the thousand. The only 
wonder Is that it was not much great- 
er. Scarcely anything* had been done 
either for the Instruction, or for th. 
Health, or for the recreation, or for 
the comfort, or for th. convenience of 
;he artisan population. 


Work in Birmingham. 
/ 
Chamberlain took over the KB* and 
water franchises, tore down the worst 
slum and built the beautiful Corpor- 
ation street In its stead, and led the 
way in that policy of municipal acllv- 
ly which ha* had such momentous re- 
sults. 
Very real was Chamberlain's youth- 


!ul radicalism, On the fall of Napoleon 
:he Little, he 
congratulated Franc, 


ipon having got 
rid 
of a system 


'founded on murder and continued in 
fraud," and which had "perished in 
corruption " 


When Chamberlain 
went Into the 
board of trade his practical mind waa 
struck by the fact 
that over 2,000 
British seamen perished at sea yearly. 
One in every sixty died In the (hip* 
each year. Chamberlain worked, with 
Pllmsoll to stop overloading and over- 
insuring 
Chamberlain makes frequent sensa- 
tion in diplomacy by Baying -what he 
means. The late 
Lord 
Salisbury'* 
'amazing: Indiscretions1' 
indicated a 
simitar peculiarity, but aristocracy lor- 
;ave Salisbury for what In Chamber- 
aln It condemns. Salisbury was "one 
of them." 
Aristocracy, when It dare*, still re- 
peats Disraell'0 famous remark when 
:he young radical made his first speech 
n the house, "From Brummagem, I* 
he?" 
drawled the 
veteran of many 
Ights. "Well, he look*—Brummagem!"

COLD MONTH 


But' Snow Has Afforded Ample Pro- 


tection to Wheat. 


Great vicissitudes of weather, were 
experienced during the month. The 
average temperature was considerably 
below normal. In the central district 
the dally deficiency amounted to near- 
ly 4 degrees. The month opened cold 
with minima below zero over a great- 
er portion of the state. There was a de- 
cided rise In temperature- beginning 
with the third decade, which was fol- 
lowed by a severe cold wave In the 
northern section on die 25th, and the 
central and the southern districts were 
unfcer its Influence by the 27tf). Precip- 
itation, mostly In t,he form of snow, 
was well distributed, and the measure- 
ments were In excess of the seasonal 
average. 


Wheat and rye in the central and the 


northern districts are 
in a normal 


midwinter condition. Ample covering 
by snow was afforded during the per- 
iod of rigorous weather. In the princi- 
pal wheat growing section, the south- 
ern district, the crop is very uneven, 
Expressions of poor prospects are made 
by many correspondents. The crop Is 
suffering from adverse fall conditions 
w'hen there was a, pronounced defic- 
iency in'.moisture, and the plant has 
not attained seasonable growth. Dur- 
ing' the cold wave the field* were gen- 
erally 'covered with snow.

corn'Will be scarce. 
Pastures and 
meadows have been 


well protected during the season, and 
are generally promising, except In the 
southern district. The healthy condi- 
tion of stock Is generally remarked.

fruit trees. Some damage has ensued, 
confined mostly to peach trees, but re- 
ports do not indicate a considerable 
loss. Ira some localities apples are not 
keeping well.

and at least one severe cold wave may 
be counted on< 


The next storm period begins on 


the 10th and remains six days. During 
this time storms of rain, snow and 
sleet will be general. A rising barome- 
ter and cold wave will follow Immedi- 
ately after the hew moon on the 16th, 
a sudden, revulsion to storm condition 
will reappear about the 18th to 20th. 
These storms will also be followed by 
a high barometer and cold wave about 
the 20th and 22nd. 


The -last regular storm period for 


February Is central on the 24th, its 
disturbing influence reaching from the 
22nd to the 27th. The first stages of 
this period will bring change to much 
warmer weather, with storms of rain, 
changing to snow and sleet.
